RESALE POLICY ON LARGER HOMES 
COMES IN FOR MORE CRITICISM

Criticism of the resale policy in connection with the program 
for larger homes again occupied the attention of the board of di¬ 
rectors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., at its regular meeting on Thurs¬ 
day, February 23. Diretor Steve Polaschik moved that the new 
homes upon resale be bought back by the corporation at the or¬ 
iginal price, so that no appreciation in value will accrue to the or¬ 
iginal homeowner. _ 



The board rejected the motion, 
5-2, after a brief but intense dis¬ 
cussion, thus continuing its pre¬ 
sent policy adopted in connection 
with the proposed 4 free-standing 
homes and 25 town houses. This 
policy would permit a homeowner 
to share profits due to appreciation 
of the value of his home in accor¬ 
dance with a ratio developed at 
the time of purchase between the 
original cost and the true market 
value. 

Thus a member purchasing for 
$27,000 a larger home appraised at 
the time of purchase at $30,000, 
will be deemed to have a 90 percent 
equity in the property. If, upon 
resale, the house is appraised at 
$35,000, he will be permitted to 
receive 90 percent of the differ¬ 
ence between the $30,000 and 
$35,000 figure. His resale price 
will thus be $31,500 ($27,000 plus 
90 percent of $5,000). 

An amendment adopted by the 
board last Thursday would not put 
this formula into effect until two 
years after the date of occupancy. 
Resales made during the two-year 
period would be at the original 
price, so that the homeowner 
would not make a profit. Polas- 
chik’s motion in effect would ap¬ 
ply the amendment not just to 
resales during the first two years 
of occupancy, but to all resales of 
the larger homes. 

The two-year restriction on re¬ 
sales at profit is similar to the pro¬ 
vision the corporation now has 
with respect to its present 1,550 
housing units. After two years, 
there is no limit on the price that 
a homeowner can ask for his unit. 

Supporting Views 

Director Clifford Simonson, ar¬ 
guing for the motion, stated that 
the purchasers of larger homes 
were already getting certain ad¬ 
vantages which would more than 
compensate for any restriction on 
resales at a profit. He cited the 
fact that the land is included in 
the purchase price at GHTs low 
original cost rather than the high¬ 
er market value, so that a home¬ 
owner’s monthly mortgage pay¬ 
ments reflect this lower cost. In 
support, Seymour Kaplan referred 
to other built-in subsidies for the 
new homes, such as the use of 
GHI’s cost-sharing management 
and maintenance services. Simon¬ 
son also wondered whether one 
could get consistent appraisals ov¬ 
er the course of time which would 
truly reflect the value of apprecia¬ 
tion. 

Opposing Views 

Director Nat Shinderman coun¬ 
tered that the new building pro¬ 
gram would not cost the member¬ 
ship a cent and in fact would be 
of advantage since the property

will yield income which can be 
used to meet taxes and other 
charges now being levied on the 
vacant land. 

John O'Reilly noted that the cor¬ 
poration couldn’t expect a pur¬ 
chaser to agree not to sell his 
house at a profit without also 
guaranteeing that he won’t have 
to sell at a loss. 

Prior to the discussion, the board 
released a letter from its attorney, 
Albert Ginsberg, reaffirming the 
right of the corporation to sell the 
larger homes under a mutual own¬ 
ership contract at a cost figure 
for the land rather than appraised 
current market value. This, he 
termed, would be in the spirit of 
the co-op movement to keep the 
cost of the houses as low as pos¬ 
sible. 

Responding to a question about 
a GHI director purchasing these 
homes, Ginsberg declared it his op¬ 
inion that no question of conflict of 
interest could arise if uniform and 
reasonable standards for the pur¬ 
chase of these homes were applied 
fairly and if the standards were 
not tailored to any individual’s 
case. Under these conditions, he 
could see no reason for excluding 
a person because he serves the 
corporation or is in a policy-mak¬ 
ing position. 

The vote rejecting the motion 
was 5 to 2, with Polaschik and 
Simonson in the minority. O’Reilly 
abstained and Gerald Gough was 
absent. 

In connection with the larger 
homes program, GHI Manager Roy 
Breashears announced that on Feb¬ 
ruary 17 the county commissioners 
had approved R-T (towTihouse) 
zoning for the 5-acre site opposite 
the North End School . 

Pathway 

Resolving the pathway problem 
raised by Woodland Hills, the 
board voted to grant 5-foot ease¬ 
ments on each side of the lots 
where the larger homes will be 
built on Northway, one easement 
for a storm drain and the other 
for possible use as a w r alkw r ay if the 
city eventually agrees to an inter¬ 
ior walkway system. Woodland 
Hills offered to share in the cost 
of laying blacktop along this 5- 
foot easement in order to provide 
an access to the playfield between 
the Woodland Hills and Lakew'ood 
projects behind the 13 court of 
Hillside. GHI, however, felt that 
the offer was premature, since the 
city has not yet agreed upon an 
interior w r alkw r ay system for this 
part of town. 

Other Action 

The board voted to prohibit w^ad- 
ing pools over 3 feet deep and to 
require approval by the corpora¬ 
tion of pools between 1^* and 3 
feet deep . . . The board set up a 
separate landscape committee in 
order to give emphasis to lawn 
beautification programs . . . The 
board voted $100 for Little League, 
after Katherine Keene expressed 
doubts about the effects ol the pro¬ 
gram.

Exception Granted 
ForSwimmingPool 

On Friday, February 24. the 
Prince Georges County Commis¬ 
sioners unanimously approved the 
special exception for a swimming 
pool and bathhouse on the 25-acre 
tract being developed as the Uni¬ 
versity Square Apartments. The 
commissioners, sitting as the Dis¬ 
trict Council, had taken the matter 
under advisement after a hearing 
on January 20. 

Both the City of Greenbelt and 
a group of residents opposed the 
location of the pool — west of 
Lakeside Drive extended and east 
of Lakecrest Drive — because it 
bordered on the property of resi¬ 
dents of Pinecrest Court. 


Parcel 15 is the 32-acre tract 
near the Capital Beltway which 
had been designated for a senior 
high school site on the Greenbelt 
and Area 13 College Park-Green- 
belt Master Plans, but which the 
county school board turned down 
in favor of a 3-school complex on 
parcel 2 near the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway. (See accompany¬ 
ing map). 

A portion of the property is ad¬ 
jacent to the Greenbelt Lake. The 
city council feels that the zoning 
of this property is so critical to 
the protection of the lake that it 
is considering the possibility of 
acquiring the land. 

Mayor Eclgar L. Smith announc¬ 
ed that the council is holding a 

Court Rules Bresler 
Must Produce Records 
In Rews Review Suit 

At a hearing before Circuit 
Court Judge Roscoe H. Parker on 
Thursday, February 23, Charles 
Bresler was directed to produce 
his business records and other 
documents, substantially as reques¬ 
ted by the Greenbelt News Review 
in connection with the $2,000,000 
libel suit filed by the local develo¬ 
per against the newspaper. 

The request was made by the 
newspaper in its “notice of depo¬ 
sition” (a legal term referring to 
techniques for securing evidence 
in the other party’s possession). 
The court ruled that the defendant 
(the newspaper) was entitled, am¬ 
ong other things, to documents 
w'hich referred to Bresler’s activi¬ 
ties concerning the selection of a 
senior high school site and the cov¬ 
enants and agreements connected 
with the development of the 50- 
acre Charlestowne Village tract. 

In his suit filed last July, Bresler 
had described as libelous excerpts 
from material published in the 
News Review dealing with his de¬ 
velopment of certain tracts of land 
in the city of Greenbelt. 

After plaintiff’s counsel agreed 
that Bresler suffered no pecuniary 
loss as the result of the News Re¬ 
view articles, the judge excused 
Bresler from producing certain fi¬ 
nancial records relating to his in¬ 
come. 

The court ordered that the depo¬ 
sition be taken not later than April 
1 . 

Bresler’s attorney, Abraham 
Ckasanow. argued before the court 
that the material requested by the 
News Review was not relevant to 
the issues in the case and w’ould re¬ 
open all the litigation that has 
taken place involving Bresler in 
Greenbelt. 

Arguing the case for the News 
Review- was Roger A. Clark of 
the Washington firm of Roy all, 
Kocgel, Rogers, and Wells. 


series of meetings with its special 
zoning attorney, Emmett H. Nan- 
na, Jr., to map out plans for the 
hearing. The first meeting was 
held last Monday and the next ex¬ 
ecutive session will be held on 
Tuesday, March 7, in w'hich the 
city’s planner will join. 

Public Hearing 

On Monday, March 13, the mayor 
said, a public hearing will be held 
in order to meet with various or¬ 
ganizations and their spokesmen 
who are to appear and testify at 
the commissioners’ hearing. Sup¬ 
port of the city’s opposition to the 
zoning petitions has already been 
expressed by the Citizens for a 
Planned Greenbelt and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. 

The city council, said Smith, is 
seeking support of the various or¬ 
ganizations in assuring the largest 
possible citizen attendance at the 
zoning hearing. 

The owners of parcel 15 (Charles 
Bresler, Theodore Lerner, and as¬ 
sociates) are petitioning for 27.5 
acres of R-18 apartments (18-20 un¬ 
its an acre including high-rise) and 
5.0 acres of C-l commercial. The 
developer has indicated that he is 
considering a motel for the 5-acre 
site which is located next to the 
American Legion building. On 
September 14, 1966, the Prince 

Georges County Planning Board 
(MNCPPC) approved the develo¬ 
per’s request. 

The city’s recommendations for 
the 32-acre tract are single-family 
homes extending from the Green¬ 
belt Lake area to Prince James 
Way and low-density apartments 
R-30 (10-12 units per acre) to the 
south of Prince James Way. 

The tract is presently zoned for 
single-family homes (R-55) and 
RPC (rural planned community). 

Team of Educators Plans

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Erosion of Individual Liberty 

To the Editor: 

W* »■ ^nectfully urge the City 
Council to reject the “Parade" or- 
db a*ico now before it. This ordin¬ 
ance would require authorization 
from the Director of Public Safety 
for many types of common and 
legitimate group activity such as a 
motorcade to Annapolis, a Boy 
Scout hike, any form of picketing, 
any march, “a procession of any 
kind or any similar display." This 
ordinance, bearing serious criminal 
penalties, is unnecessary and un¬ 
wise. 

It is unnecessary because exist¬ 
ing laws already protect all citi¬ 
zens from any blocking of passage 
or travel, improper use of public 
buildings or grounds, disturbances 
to the neighborhood, improper tres¬ 
passes on public or private proper¬ 
ty, disorderly conduct, violence, 
riots, damage or injury to proper¬ 
ty and every form of like disrup¬ 
tive action in the public area. 

The only new power given to 
the City by this ordinance is the 
power to restrict a “parade" be¬ 
fore it begins and before any law 
has been violated. Since the City 
Council has repeatedly indicated 
that this is not its intent, the or¬ 
dinance is unnecessary. 

It is unwise to give any govern¬ 
ment, even one so well-meaning 
as Greenbelt’s, the broad power 
contained in this ordinance because 
it undermines the precious and 
fundamental rights of free speech 
and peaceful assembly. Such ex¬ 
pansion of governmental power 
and erosion of individual liberty 
must always be resisted. 

The above viewpoint will be pre¬ 
sented to the City Council at the 
Council meeting Monday evening, 
March 6. The letter is available for 
further signatures at Twin Pines. 
We urge everyone to attend the 
Council meeting Monday evening 
and to express his opinion on this 
vital issue.

Greenbelt Nursery Celebrates 
Twenty-Fifth Anniversary

(Editor's Note: The writers of this article are former mem¬ 
bers of the Greenbelt Nursery School. Mrs. Kastner served as 
president of the school for two years and is now chairman of its 
long-range planning committee.) 

This winter, a Greenbelt institution which has played a funda¬ 
mental role in our community celebrates its twenty-first anniver¬ 
sary. It is the Greenbelt Nursery School, an organization of par¬ 
ents who work together — a different group every year — to as¬ 
sure three-year-olds and four-year-olds a secure entrance into the 
bigger world of Kindergarten and first grade. 

The school is now a bustling affair with four classes a day, 
and keeps three teachers and a board of mothers hopping; but it 
was not always thus. Back in 1941, the records show that the 
school wa 3 having trouble getting enough children to break even. 
With true pioneer spirit, the people who organized it kept it going 
through those critical days. _

The aims and activities of the 
school are well summarized in a 
couple of paragraphs written by an 
anonymous early member: “The 
nursery school is founded on the 
principles of a cooperative, which 
means that each parent actively 
participates in the school program, 
and has an opportunity to formu¬ 
late school policies. Each mother 
takes her turn assisting the teach¬ 
er. This has proven to be a stimu¬ 
lating experience as well as an 
educational one. Fathers are in¬ 
vited to the workshops and meet¬ 
ings where they can see what their 
children are doing. 

“The advantages of a nursery 
school are legion. Here the child, 
under supervision of a trained 
teacher, works and plays for two 
and a half hours a day, associating 
with children his own age in an 
atmosphere of wholesome, non¬ 
frustrating competition. The play 
areas, indoors and out, are espe¬ 
cially adapted to the needs of 
three and four-year-olds. Equip¬ 
ment is provided which is designed 
expressly for children of nursery 
school age. Simple refreshments, 
served at a midpoint in each ses¬ 
sion, add to the sociability of the 
child’s day." 

The first bylaws of the school 
were drafted in August, 1941, by 
a group of parents, assisted by 
Mrs. Mary Jane Kinzer, who is 
now with Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
At the time, Mrs. Kinzer was di¬ 
rector of Greenbelt Family Serv¬ 
ices, a federal offshoot involved 
in the original concept of Green¬ 
belt as a planned town built by 
the federal government. Mrs. Kin¬ 
zer was instrumental in shaping 
the form of the organization as a 
professional school rather than as

a simple day-care center. 

Financial Problem 

From the beginning, money was 
a problem; money to pay the 
teacher; money to buy chairs, 
tables and playthings; money for 
paper and pencils. The school was 
started on a capital of $300, in¬ 
cluding a loan of $150 from the 
town of Greenbelt. The member¬ 
ship (tuition) fee was $12.00 (!) 
for the three-month term, while 
the teacher was paid $25 a month. 
To meet expenses, members un¬ 
dertook various fund-raising ac¬ 
tivities: raffles, bake sales, candy 
sales, scrapbook sales, lectures, 
puppet shows, and bridge games. 
The members also compiled a city 
directory and map for sale and 
sold a popular engagement calen¬ 
dar, one of the steadiest money 
raisers. 

Nowadays fund-raising is the ex¬ 
ception, not the rule. 

One of the fortunate circum¬ 
stances which aided the school in 
those financially dark days Was 
that it had a rent-free location in 
the basement of an apartment 
building at 14 Parkway provided 
by the Public Housing Administra¬ 
tion. It spent the major part of 
its life there having moved only

comparatively recently - 1359 - to 
its present location in the Fellow¬ 
ship ball of the Greenbelt Commun¬ 
ity Church at Crescent and Hillside 
roads. However, it has paid rent 
since 1953, when 14 Parkway was 
sold to a private owner. 

The school did not grow in size 
for many years, remaining at one 
or two classes until 1965. It then 
underwent a major expansion into 
four classes. This recent burst of 
growth obviously parallels, and 
stems from the current population 
increase in and around Greenbelt. 

The organization now has im¬ 
pressive statistics; with a staff of 
three teachers (one serving as di¬ 
rector), it operates four classes 
of about fifteen children each. The 
tuition has gone up, but it is still 
one of the lowest in the suburban 
area. Two morning classes run 
from 9 to 11:30 a.m. and the two 
afternoon classes from 1 to 3:30 
p.m. Each class participates in 
both indoor and outdoor activities. 
The teacher is assisted each day 
by a parent. 

This last fact should be em¬ 
phasized, for it points up one of 
the various features of the parent 
participation which is the “heart 
of the school," to quote the by¬ 
laws. The parents also administer 
the school, and are responsible for 
the upkeep of its quarters and 
equipment.
